438, subclass 585. 

II. Claims 26-40, drawn to a method of forming a capacitor, classified in class 438, 
subclass 396. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Within invention I above, 

la. claims 13-17 are drawn to a gate dielectric of tantalum oxide or silicon nitride 
lb. claims 18-25 are drawn to a gate dielectric of non-specified material wherein the 
steam oxidation is carried out by a variety of different methods. 
Within invention II above, 

Ha. claims 26-32 are drawn to a capacitor having a specified ferroelectric plate; and 
lib. claims 33-40 are drawn to a capacitor having a non-specified dielectric plate, wherein 
the steam oxidation is carried out by a variety of different methods. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 13 and 18 are generic to claims 14-17 and 19-25, and 
claims 26 and 33 are generic to claims 27-32 and 34-40.
